And whilſt he was conſidering what to do with him ; Four 
of his Gentlemen, knowing his mind, and the juſtneſs of the thing, re- 
ſolved to revenge his quarrel, and do that with their own Swords,which 
the Pope would not give way to be done by the Sword of Juſtice : And 
O_ ſoon afcer flew the Traytor in (hriſts (hurch in (anter- 
HY. 

No ſooner heard the Pope of the Death: of this his great Champion, 
but he canonized him for a ſhining Saint in Heaven: and ſent the 
Deed-doers with his black Curſe down to the Pit of Hell,as he thought. 

And, as ſoon as Stephen Langton, (his fourth Succeſſor) had made 
a Golden Shrine ſor his body, and commanded the annual day of his 
death to be kept holy : not only the common People,but —

bles and Biſhops, not only of this,- bat other Kingdoms, reſorted in 

Pilgrimage to bis Tomb, in the ſame Church: wherein he was done to

multirudes thronged to ſee,touch,yea to kiſs even the vileſt parts of his 
Body or Reli&: Whereby the: Church became ſo rich in Offerings of 
Silver, Gold, Jewels, &c. that ic far exceeded the Kings Treaſury : 

Every Monk and Fryer ſounding forth the Praiſes, and reporting the 

Miracles, and Pardons of that bleſſed Martyr, asthey-ſtyled him ; (but 
ſarely ic is not the death, "bur the Caufe that maker a Martyr) ſothat 

the name of poor CHRIST was now quite forgotten, and the Cathe- 

dral commonly called Sr,T homas 's Church of (\anterbury. 

It would be teq teadious to write of the ſtately Churches, Chappels 
and Oratories built and dedicated to his Name;and of the blafj phemous 
Hymns and Colle&s invented by Monks,&*c. for his honor and Service. 

The Monks-of St. Augnſtines in ((anterbary perceiving how little 
their old Reliques were eſteemed in' compariſon of Thomas Beckets, 
they by the Crafc of their Abbot, . got ſome part of his Blood, and one 
part of the Crown of his head, the Report whereof brought no ſmall 


Credit and Profit to their Monaſtery: and tho many thouſands went a. 


whoring e'n to this as well as the other Monaſtery :yet ic appear'd in the 
end,that there was no part of Becket brought thither,as ic was made ma- 
niſeſt eſpecially (in the time of King Henry VIII) by that: Worthy Peer 
Thomas Cromwell Earlot Eſſex and others who were Commiſſioned for 
defacing Beckers (ſhrine, and found all parts of his body entire and com. 
pleat, fo Not the blinded People in this one matter were doubly de- 
ceived an 


believe ſo, by the crafty and ſeducing Monks. 


Now, amonglt the many Miracles that the miſerable deluded Pa- 


piſts will needs have been wrought by this proud Prelate ; theſe follow- 
ing are ſome, if any are ſo mad as to believe them.

- Bur this ſaving of hers concerning the Childs death, was by ſeveral 
(ignorant of the childs dying Condition at the ſame inſtant) blazed 
about for a wonder, and ſhe termed no leſs than a Prophereſs. 

After this, in ſundry other Fits (though ſhe ſeemed to be dead) ſhe 
told of divers things done at the Church, and other places where the 
was not preſent. She ſpake of Heaven, Hell and Purgatory ; and of the. 
Joyes,and Sorrows that ſeveral Souls departed ſufferel1 there. She prea- 
ed much againſt che Corruption of Manners, andevil Living, She ex- 
hortedto hearing the Maſs, Auricular Confeffion, Adoration and Pray- 
er to Saints and our Lady, In ſhost, ſhe'made,in all points, Confejii- 
on of the Popilh Religion, | 
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And among other things ,” this was much in her mouth, viz, She 
would go home ; and yet (he never ſtirred from the Place ſke lay. 
Whereupon (being in her Fits) one ask'd her, Where that Home was? 
She anſwered, Vhere ſhe heard and ſaw the foyes of Heaven, where Sr, 
Michaei weighed Souls ; where St, Peter carried the Keyes, and where 
ſhe berſ-If had the Company of our Lady of Courtop- ſtreet; and, had 
heartily 6:ſeught her to heal her diſeaſe : who alſo had commander her, 
to offer hey a T aper in her Chappel there : And to declare boldly to all 
({oriſtian People, That our Laay of Courtop-itreet (a Town near the 
Borders of Rumny-marſh ) had revived her from the very point of, 
death, and, that her pleaſure was,That it ſhauld be rung for a Miracle, 
which her Maſter (Mr.(v of A/divgton)hearing, ſaid, That there were 
no Bells in that Chappel : whereto ſhe {aid rothing,But the voice(or De- 
vil)that ſpake in her proceeded, faying, Onur Lady will ſpew more Mira- 
cles there ſhortly ; for if any depart this life ſuddenly,or in deadly Sin, if 
he be vowed to our Lady heartily,he ſhall be reſtored to life again to re- 
ceive ſhrift and houſel, i.e. be confeſt,and have theSacrament given: aud 
after to leave this World with Gods bleſſing: Beſides this,She rold thens 
what meat the Monk, or Hermet of our Lailies (happel of Courtop- 
ſtreet had for his ſupper ; whereat (ſaith her popiſh Scribe) the hearers 
marvelled greatly. | 

And, from that time forward , fhe reſolv'd with herſelf to go to 
(ourtop ſtreet (not far oft Jand there pray, and offer ro our Lady,which 
ſhe did accordingly ; and was there delayed of-her Cure for a ſeaſon 
(and that was till her dying day,for ſhe was never cured) but yer in the 
meantime put in aſſured hope thereof, | 

During theſe Matters, the Fame of this maryelous Maiden ſpread. 
abroad ſo, that it came fo the ears of Wareham Arch- Biſhop of Can- 
terbury : who ſeat toherDr. Bocking, Barnes and Hadley,three Monks, 
Father Lewes and his Fellow : his Official,and the Parſon of Alaing- 
ton : with Commiſiion to examine the whole matter, 

Theſe men, finding her every way a true Child of the Church 6f 
Rome: not only waded no further in detecting of fo great a Fraud ; 
but gave favorable Countenance, and jcyned with her in ſetting forth 
the ſame, So, that at her next Journey to our Lady of (vartop-ſtreer, 
ſhe entred the Chappel with eAve Regina (a!oram, in prick ſong, 
accompanied with theſe Commiſſtoners, many Ladys, Gentlemen, Gen-- 
tlewamen of the beſt degree, with three thouſand of the Vulgar be- 
ſides, Being in the Chappel, ſhe immediately fel] into a wonderful 
Paſſion before the Image, as if ſhe had the Failing Sickneſs (like Ma- 


homet.)

howet,) in which ſhe uttered ſundry metrical and rhyming Speeches, 
tending to the Worſhip of the Lady of (vxrtop-ftreet (as ſhe called 


her :) whoſe Chappel there ſhe wiſhed to be better maintained, and to 
ve furniſhed wth a daily ſinging prieſt : neither did ſie forget herſelf, 


for ſhe ſaid, It was our Ladies pleaſure, That ſhe ſhould be put into 
| ſome Nunnery. Whereupon the ArchBiſhop ordered her to that of 


S. Sepulchers in Canterbary, where ſhe was ſtill aflited with her former 
D-:ſeaſe-for all her nab > Cure. 

Whiles ſhe reſided here, and continued her accuſtomed working of 
Miracles, (but what they were, none can tell) having often commu» 
nication with our Lady of Coxrtopſtreer,(as ſhee (aid) who alſo cea- 
ſed notto ſhew herſelf mighty in operation there; for ſhe lighted Can- 
dles without fire, reſtored the ſick to perfe& health, and raiſed the 
dead to life, if you will believe it. | 

Thus was £/;7abeth Barton advanced, from the Condition of a poor 
ſervant, to the State of a glorious Nunn, the Hermit or Monk of 
(onrtopftreer enriched by daily offering ; Saint Sepalchres honored 
with the preſence of the Holy Maid of Kent God blaſphemed, and the 
bleſſed Virgin abuſed,che filly People miſerably mock'd : the Biſhops, 
Prieſts and Monks in the mean time with cloſed eyes winking, and the 
Devil wich open mouth laughing at it. And thus the matter ſtood for 
ſundry years: till the Queſtion was moyed about the Kings Divorce: 


Whereupon this holy Wench (not contenting her ſelf within ber 


former bounds of Hypocriſy) began to meddle in that Matter : and 
feigned, That it was revealed to her, That if the King would be di- 
vorced from Queen atherine,he ſhould not be King one month after, 
(though after the Divorce he lived proſperouſly _ years.) 

Upon which, her doings were once again examined by faithful men;and 
in 4 end, her diſlimulation was laid _ ; her Acceſſaries the Monks 
&c. were detefted, the deluded people well ſatisfied; the grand De- 
ecivers Worthily exccuted : and the Pope and the Devil, their Maſter 
quite and clean confounded, For E. Barton, her ſelf confeſſed the whole 
Cheat to the Lords of the Privy Council : Whereof you may ſee more 
in the 12 Chapter of the Stature in the 25 year of Henry 8. And moſt 
of them, which have been Sainted by Popes, for theſe 1000 years 
(I believe) are little better than this She-Impoſtbr, O what a ſhame 
is this one Story to Popery ,if Papiſts had any ſhame in them,

Madam Eanſwide, for theſe her ſtupendious Miracles was after her 
death, by the Policy of Popifh Prieſts,and folly of Common People, ho- 
nored for a'Saint. And *tis no Wonder,for it was,and is ſtill,uſual with 
the.whole Rabble of Romiſh Clergy,not only to magnify their Benefa® 
Gors of all ſorts, but even to Deity them, eſpecially ſuch as were of no+ 
ble. Extration: Knowing hereby many great Benefits accrewed : as, 
1. By that mears they wr Arne ro themſelyes many great Perſonages, 
as Kings and Princes, 2. They drew by their Example infinite numbers 
of the common ſort after. them. 3. They adventure the more Boldly 
(under thoſe honorable and glori:us Names and Titles)to publiſh their 
falſe Miracle, the more ſtrongly to delude. And this was the Reaſon 
that Sexbargin Shepy. Mildred in Thanet. E theldared at Ely: Edith 
at Wilton, and this our Eanſwid at FolkFton : and ſundry other idle 
Gollips of Royal blood, in this and ocher Nations were ſainted by the 
Pope. Hence was it alſo, that £4gar, Ethelwold, Dunſtane the Juggler, 
and many others were {hrined here on Earth, and then to fit among the 

Saints in "Heaven, If this Earſwide had ſuch Power from above, then 
why did ſhe nor preſerve her P1yory trom the Fury of H. $. in whoſe 
datcs all her pretended Miracles were openly derided. |

when be had been before his Interment embalmed with moſt precious 
and odoriferous Spices; Let any man judge, that hath not refolv*d to 
believe all manner of Deluftons. | 

But I have not done with RocheFer, having another Saint and his Mi- 
racles to tell fou of — The Monaſtery of this City being ereQed by 
Gundulphus their Biſhop,having with its Monks ſuffer'd many Miſe- 
ries, 1.as being- twice burned in leſs Tompals than one hundred years, 
2. Through the great Contentions ariſing betwixt them and their Bp. 
Gilbert Glanvile ( who alwayes hated Monks) in ſo much that he in 
great difpleaſure bereaved them, not only of their goods, Ornaments 
and Writings, but alſo of a great part of their Lands, Poſſeſlions and 
Priviledges: and they (curmoil'd themſelves is ſuit to the Pope,for re- 
medy, and for their Charges) were driven tocoin their Silver ſhrine of 
Paulin into ready Money ; which AQ of theirs wholy took away the 
Eſtimation of their Church, and that reyerence which the blind People 
before ſhewed their Saint Paxlinus : To theſe Calamities were added 
other great Loſles {ſuſtained chrough the Wars of King fohn, who in his 
Siege againſt the Caſtle of RocheFer, ſo fpoil'd this Church and Priory 
that he left them not ſo mnch as one poor Px to ſtand upon their Altar. 

Therefore, it was now high time to deviſe ſome way whereby the 
Priory might be, if not altogether reſtored to its former ſplendor, yer 

at leaſt, ſomewhat relieved from this preſent penury and abjeQicn, 

Tobring this about, the crafry Monks, had by degrees drawn the filly 
Feople to think very reverendly of one Williams, that lay buried in the 
Church : and knowing by Experience, that there was no one way in the. 
world ſo conducible ro their profir,as the advancement of a Pilgrimage: 
therefore they procured of the Pope, the canonization of the faid W;/- 
liam : with Inculyence to all ſuch as would offer at his Tomb. 

But tothe end that it may appear to what hard ſhift for a Saint theſe 
popelings were driven, and how eafie the wretched people were then 
deluded, you ſhall hear what great man this Saint WilU/:am of RocheFter 
WAS. 

Indeed, he was a Scotchman, born at Saint- fohnftown, a Baker by 
Trade, lin (blind) zeal fo fervent, That he vowed to viſit the Holy ; 
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El Falſe FMrrazles, 
(as they call it) and in his way paſſed thro RocheFer, where having a 
while refreſh'd himſelf, he marched towards (anterbury ; but he had 
not gon far from RecheFer, bur either his ſervant (or ſome high Way 
men) robb'd him both of his Life and Money : and becauſe he dyed in 
ſo holy a purpoſe of mind (forſooth_) the Monks conveyed him to St. 
Andrews, laid him ia the. quire; andwas promoted by the Pope (as you 
heard) from a poor Baker, to a bleſſed Martyr : and wrought Mi- 
racles as faſt as Bell (in the Apocrypha) eat'Mutton, However, it is

- thren of Str2ud Hoſpital, The ſatd' Monks , by reaſon of 
a great Droughr, agreed among themſelves to make a ſolemn Proc: ſh- 
on from their own houſe thorow the. City,and fo to 'Friendsbary, on to- 
ther fide the Water, of a ſpecial intent and purpoſe to pray to God for 
Rain: and becauſe the day of this their appointed Journy hapned to be 
very boyſterous and windy, the which would not only have blown our 
their Lights, and toſſed their Banners, but have ſtop'd the mouths of 
their.ſinging men, and toiled theny in their heavy and masking artiic; 
they defir'd licenſe of the Maſter of Srroxd-hoſpital, to paſs thorow the 
Orchard of his Houſe, whereby thcy might both caſe themſelves, and 
ſave the glory of their Shew. | af 

The Mafter eaſily aſſented to their Requeſt, but acquainted not his 
brethren with it; who, ſo ſoon as they heard of ir, called ro mind that 
cheir Hoſpital was founded by Gilbert Glanvile,ſomtime Biſhop of Ro- 
cheFer, between whom and the Predeceflors of theſe Monks there had 
been great heats for the EreQton of the ſame. Therefore, fearing that 
che Monks, pretending a Proceſſion, intended to attempt ſomewhat a- 
gainſt the'r Priviledges, they reſoly'd with all might and main to refit 
them. And for that purpoſe (unknown to their Maſter) they furnifht 
themſelves, and others that afliſted them, with Bats, Clubs and Coul- 
ſtaves, ard ſo laid in Ambuſh for the Monks coming into their Orch- 
ard, wholittle dream'd'what was preparing for them. - 

Ic. was not long, but the Monks (having made all things ready} ap- 
proach'd intheir Battel aray,wirh rheir Banners diſplay'd, and fo (think- 
ing no harm at all)entred the boſfital boldly, through which they paſ- 
ſed into the Orchard, merrily chanting theiz Latin Lerany': but when 
the Brethren and their Auxiliaries eſpicd them within their danger,they 
rufh'd out of their lurking holes, ran upon them, and made it rain fach 
a ſhour of Bats and Clubs upon the Monks Copes, Cowls, and'Crowns, 
that for a while the miſerable (men knew not which way to turn 
them, 

After they had a little-recolle&ed their wits(of which,through meer 
amazement they had been a while bereaved.) and making Vertue. 
the Neceflity, and the beſt ſhift they could tor themfelves : Sorhe tra- 
verſing their ground, declined many blows, yet now and then bore -

draye one of the brethien into a ditch: a third, as big as avy Bull of 
Baſhan, tan at the back door of the Orchard fo-vehemently wich: his 
head and ſhoulders, that he bore it clear down before him, and: ſo.both 
eſcaped bimſelf, and made way for his fellows, who. with all poflible 
ſpeed copveyed themſelves our: of the Precins of the Hoſpital : and 
rnen, ſhaking their ears, they fell afreſh co. their Orgia, I would fay, to 
their Oriſons. | 
After this Storm was blawa (or gather born) over, I do not wonder 
if the Manks never. ſought to. caxry their Proceflion through Seroud- 
Hoſpital, tg. avoid the wind; for indeed it could nor likely blow more 
boiſterous out of any quarter. And thus, out of this tragical bifto.- 
ry, arofc the by-word of Frindsbury. Bats. And altho there was none. 
ſlain in this holy War, yet.1 make no doubt but that they were fa well 
drefſcd, thaithey had cauſe to remember it many years after. 
However, the Bretbgen.of the hoſpital, for Penance of their faulc, 
weie injayned every Whitſ,n: Munday to come into R:cheFtey in way of 
Procefhan with thei, Clubs : for. this.their offence (ir ſeems) was never 
to.be forgiven, whilſt the Monks remained.

Ic is impoflible to write io what Veneration they have Saints Re- 
liques, and how many they have, as- pieces of old hats, caps, gloves, 
ſhoes, boots, cords, garters, tho-ſtrings, 60ats,cloaks, points, laces, ſculs 
and other pieces, bics and fragments of their Bodies, Biſhop Beckers 
ſhoe was kept at Harbledown near Canterbury, ir. an Hoſpital ſtand- 
ingaear the road, Where an old Dotard offer'd it co kifs, toall Paſſeu- 
gers, afcer they bad been firſt beſprinkled with holy-Water. 

It is alſo as lamentable to think what Confidence they put in Images, 
which this one Story following may ſerve co evince, if there were no 
more(as there are thouſands) which ſome in Londos canteltity to their 
Shame.

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well remember : for yearly upon Trinity Sunday (fo called) the Fry- 
ers of the aforeſaid place, did uſe to muſter rhemſelyes in a moſt ſo- 
lemn manner and pompous Proceſſion: Wherein, altho there wanted 
neither Cope, nor Canopy,Crofs nor Candleſtick, Flag nor Banner, Light .

it ſelf ſhort, and not ſeeming ro be heavy; but for as much as-it was 
wroughr outr'oFabuge weighty ſtone, '(being the-baſe rherof) -it was 
hatdly to be lifred by the ſtrongeſt man that was z' nevercheleſs (ſuch 
wasthe crafry Conveyance) that-by the help of an Engin, ; fixed to the

back thereof, ie was eaſtly raiſed up with the foot of him that was 
the Keeper, and therefore of no moment at all in the hands of ſuch 


as offered largely; and contrarywiſe, by the means of a pin running

could put in and pull our at pleaſure:) tv ſuch as offred faintly, 
it was ſo faſt and unmoveable, that no force of hand covld tir it, 
inſomuch as many times it cauſed much laughter, to behold . a grear 
Lubber lifting at that in vain, which a little Boy or Wench had eafily 
taken up before him, becaufe they offred more frankly than he 


did. 

I omit how many chaſt Virgins and married Wives went often a 
way with bluſhing Faces, leaving ( wit hout cauſe) in the minds of the 
lookers on, great ſuſpicion of unclean Life, and wanton behaviour 
for ſear of which ſcandalous note,women (of all others) ſtretchd their 
Purſe-ſtrings, and ſought, by liberal Offerings to make Sr. Grambals 
man their good friend and favourer, by which, Whores alſo came off 
with as much credit as honeſt Women. 0 ! The Deceits of Popery ! 
But marke, ( Ibefeech you) their Monkiſh craft and pollicy in 

picking peoples Purſes, (for ir was no better.) It was in vain (as the 
Monks perſwaded) to preſume to the Rood withour ſhrift ; yea, and 
Money loſt there alſo, if you offered before you were in clean Life : 
as they call it: and therefore the matter was ſo ordered, that with- 
out trebble Offrings, viz. f/f, to the Confeſſor ; econdhy, to St. 
Grambal; thirdly, tothe Rood of Grace; the Pilgriras could noe 
aſſure themſelves ofany good gained by all their coſt and labour. I

The blind Popiſh Doctors, and all Papiſts (as well as the perverſe 
. Scribes and Phariſces, and the ſtiffneck'd Jews,) are greatly miitaken 
in their expoſition concerning the Words of Chriſt. hn 6. 54. ho 
ſo eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my bleod, hath eternal Lif.. Nev theſe 
Words cannot be underſtood Sacramentaily (in ths place) as the 
Papiſts Dream; becauſe they were ſpoken before ike inftitution of 
the Sacrament : thus they W reſt the Scriptures to tiieir own Confu- 
ſion. 
' Now, concerning the real Body of Chrift in the Popiſh Sacrament, 
if they hold (as many of them do) that Chriſt is tnere without Di- 
menſiens ; their great Evangeliſt Aquinas is againſt them. (v.Aqvp.3.

City, and Temple, whole Country and people, were utterly, totally, 
and finally deſtroyed:/by the Romans. | : 

Theſe I chink, are ſufficient warnings to all Popes, Cardinals, Bi- 
ſhops, Princes and' Magiſtrates of all degrees, thatchey impoſe no- 
thing on their Subje&s in matters of Religion, contrary to the ex-

To conclude, tel] me, What has'the Kthg of Spaix(to name no more) 
pot by ſetting vp, ard allowing the Bloody INQUISITION .in: his 
Dominions? Truly, he has never thrive 1ince; has he not loſt ſeven 
of his ſeventeen Belgich Provinces, ard a great part of the reſt to the 
French! Nay, has not the Pope himſelf loſt England, Scotland, 
Ireland, Denmark, Swedeland, a great part of Germany, France, Po- 
land, Switzerland, &c. For his Cruelties, and Idolatrous inipoſiti-- 
ons in matters of Religion? . And particulary, that'Saint-torturing, 
' and Murthering engine, viz. TRANSUBSTANTIATION,' con- 

cerning the Words, This is my Boay, IT cannot but prieve-to find 
= G2 how 
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how ignorant many Proteſtants are, and thoſe tov, of good rank and: 
quality, grave and ſerious, of refined parts, old profeſſors of both 
Sexcs : ſeveral of whom, have often ſeen at a loſs(to their ſhame be 
it ſpoken)and wofully nor-plus't in diſcourſe withPapiſts,anſwering ſo 
weakly and childiſhly ! yea, moſt ſhamefully baffled, and (ilenc', 
even by Popiſh Children, to the great diſadvantage of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion. (And all through their ſlothfulneſs, wordlinefs, 
&-c.) To prevent which miſchief among Papiſts, Prieſts, Fryers, and 
many Parents, in what Family ſoever they tind an acute Boy or Gitl, 
they teach them how to diſpute of ſome ſpecial points of Religion ; 
the neglc& whereof among Progeſtangs is (in my Judgment) not only 
ſhameful but ſinful. And truly 1 could wiſh, that Miniſters in their 
publick Aſſemblies, would preach oftener than they have done upon 
ALat.

Now, as you have had a View of ſome of their Popiſh Deluſions 
whereby they delade and abuſe the common People, rendring them 
ore ſenſeleſs than Bruites, fc. And alſo a brief Account of ſome 
of the principal Diviſions and Differences among/t the Papifts them- 
ſelves; With thoſe between Papiſts and Proteſtants : &So, let me 
inform the ignorant ( for to them I chiefly diret# my Diſcourſe )

and only ſet down ſuch as call or own themſelves Protestants: And, 
they are eſpecially theſe Foxr, viz, The Epiſcopiſt. The Presbyte- 
rian, The Independent, and The Baptiſts, one fort of them.

give a better. For my own part, I underſtand not of any Difference 
amongſt them, in any Fundamental Points of Religion : as you ſee 
there is among thePapitſts,for all theirgvain Boaſting of ſo much Unity. 
And', who would fain, eſpecially at this day, Set us together by the 
Eares, and then laughatus: And for this end, have their Agents and 
Proſelytes continually among us, or, at leaſt to ſtir us up to Preach, 
write, and rail 2eainſl each other. And herein (with grief I ſpeak it) 
'they have prevail'd with too many, even lately: as, I fear they may 
Ril}, with hot ſpirited prejudicated perſons (and perbapsfome of them 
here omitted) for that is it our Common Enemy, the Papiſts, would 
have, and whereat they greatly rejoyce and glory.in : whilſt in the 
mean time,they plot,and really defign the DeftruRion of usall; which, 
- With them is not only Lawful, but Meritorious. 


EEing the Papiſts cannot down Diſpute 
CHRIST'S Kingdom, nor the Proteſtants refute, 
By all their Arguments, both old and new ,
